eration in congress. The measure is virtually the same 
as that passed near the end of the last session and vetoed 
by-Mr. Wilson. It provides that admission of aliens for 
the.fiext 14 months shall be limited to three per cent an- 
nvfafly of each nationality now in this country, based 
upon the census figures of 1910. 


Under this limitation, our immigration would be linr 


ited to an annual maximum of 404,652. Of these ap- 
proximately half would come from northwestern Europe, 
something over one-third from the other European coun- 
tries and the remainder from countries on this continent. 
By the application of the 
1910 as the basis, it is possible to admit a class of immi- 
grants more desirable than those who have been coming 
in largest numbers in the last few years. At the same 
time, no valid claim of discrimination can be made.
